WINNER OF 6 STATE & REGIONAL AWARDS 


COMMITTEES, TOWN MANAGER AND OTHERWISE 


Wilmington has several types of committees 
in its town government, and it is easy to be- 
come confused as to their type. In this re- 
spect the Selectmen is sometimes no better 
than the average citizen, and Monday night 
was a case in instance. 

gome committees, Selectmen, School Committee 
etc., are elected directly by the people. 

gome, as for instance the Planning Board, 
are appointed by the Town Manager. 

Others are appointed by the Selectmen, as 
for instance the Board of Appeals. 

Still others are the result of Town Meet- 
ing action, and are generally formed fora 
special purpose. In recent years the Town 
Meeting has seen fit to establish an Histori- 
cal Committee and a Skating Rink Committee. 

The last important classification are com- 
mittees appointed by the Town Manager for a 
special purpose, and these are generally re- 
ferred to as Town Manager Advisory Committees. 
In this classification are the Personnel Ad- 
visory Committee and the Council for the Aging. 

Town Meeting Committees must, under ordi- 
nary circumstances, make a report to the Town 
Meeting each year. If they do not they auto- 
matically expire. 

The Skating Rink Committee has made no 
report, and has thus expired, and is expunged 
from the Town Reports, even though a former 
Town manager once listed it as an Advisory 
Committee to the Town Manager. 

The Historical Committee met once, and has 
never had any subsequent, action. It has never 
made a report to the Town. It is still (1962) 
carried in the Town Report. 
~ Monday night Mr. De Felice stated that the 
Building By Law Committee, having failed to 
make @ report to the town, was no longer in 
existance. * 

He was right in that the committee had 
not made a report to the town, but it never 
was a Town Meeting committee. It was originally 
appointed five or six years ago, as an Advi- 
sory Committee to the Town Manager. 

The point is that the Town Manager can, at 
his own desire, and at any time, reappoint 
such a committee, and it reports to him, as 
does other advisory committees.

CRUSADER FAILS SECONDBID 
FOR PAID CIRCULATION 


Obviously tn financial difficulty, 
the Crusader, a free-circulation 
paper with an office on Main St, 
in Wilmington, failed last week for 
the second time in two years to a- 
chieve a paid circulation status, 

It had advertised that it would 
no longer be distributed free after 
the first of April, 1963. This was 
the second such announcement, as 
it stated about two years ago that 
it would discontinue free distribu- 
tion, but continued to do so when 
it failed to receive paid subscrip= 
tions, 

Once a paid circulation newspa- 
per, it lost its paid customers af- 


| ter an attempt, in 1959, to doaway 


with the Town Manager plan in 
Wilmington. 

‘The paper changed its name from 
The Wilmington Crusader to The 
Crusader, and changed its banner 
to read Reading, North Reading, 
Wilmington, and Tewksbury, a ban- 
ner that still is unchanged in spite 
of the fact that it has for all in- 
tents and purposes stopped Its free 
distribution in all the towns but 
Wilmington, 

At one time, several years ago, 
the Crusader printed about 10,000 
copies, but in the last year it has 
had a press run averaging 4,000, 

In spite of its free-distribution 
Status It has fraudently claimed to 
have a paid circulation, Last year 
it reported to the American News- 
paper Representatives, Inc,, 404 
Fifth Avenue, New York, that it 


; had 1800 paid circulationanda free 


circulation of 5400, even while it 
was printing only 4000 papers, 

The free distribution ofthe paper 
this week was extremely spotty, 
Much of the distribution was not 
made until Saturday, and, as has 
been the case in several weeks 
past, some people in Wilmington 
are suggesting that the Crusader 
is being delivered to various mail 
routes on an alternate-week basis, 
as was the case a year ago in No. 
Reading.
